FRONT ROOM - Amish folding door-wall permits large 
room to be used for church, weddings, funerals, and spe- 
cial company. The plain wooden benches are hauled 
from home to home by horse and wagon. You will see 
the hand made Family Record, and paper flowers; bright 
colored napkins, calendars and pin cushions; ‘‘good’’ 
dishes for ‘‘show’’ on old sideboard and in the ever pop- 
ular Dutch cupboard; and bright blue paint. 


KITCHEN - This large room is the center of family life, 
especially in winter, when it is the only room heated. 
The old wood and coal cooking range provides the heat 
for the room, cooking, and hot water. You will note the 
foot treadle sewing machine and ‘‘fancy’’ scissors hold- 
er, jelly cupboard, shaving cabinet, dry sink, coal oil 
lamp with reflector, and ‘‘wood graining’’. Benches are 
needed to seat the large families around the table. 


SUMMER KITCHEN - Here the ‘‘heavy’’ work is done - 
canning, cooking after butchering, apple butter boiling, 
etc. Inspect the ‘‘farmer’s friend’’ (the low wood-burn- 
ing stove built to hold the huge iron and copper pots); 
the cold water refrigerator (a unique ‘‘inside spring’’); 
the butchering table and tools; the ‘‘snitz’’ drier; etc. 


GIRLS’ ROOM - The clothing hangs on pegs, is all home 
made, and Mother’s and Daughter’s dresses follow the 
same pattern. Bright colored dresses, when worn by in- 
fants and young girls, are covered by ‘‘sleeve’’ aprons. 
Capes and aprons are pinned to dresses of older girls 
and women. White organdy ‘‘prayer coverings’’ and large 
black bonnets are the only hats. See ‘‘the chest’’ of 
dishes and linens started for girls and for boys. 


BOYS’ ROOM - Bright colored shirts are worn to school 
and work, white shirts to Church; broad-fall black trou- 
sers are the same style for little boys, big boys, and 
men; the ‘‘good’’ jackets and coats are fastened with 
hooks and eyes, work coats may have buttons; the ‘‘mut- 
zi’’ is the older man’s Sunday coat; black felt hats have 
wide flat brims. The chimney from kitchen range helps 
to heat this room. 


LOOM ROOM - For making home made woven cotton rag 
carpets, as in this room; note coal oil and gasoline 
lanterns. 


PARENT’S ROOM - Note clothing, fireplace, chest of 
drawers, and flowers. 


LOCAL HANDICRAFT CORNER - Quilts, pin cushions, 
booties, dolls, wool hooked and braided rugs, bonnets, 
tin can hassocks, etc. 


FARM ANIMALS AND BUILDING TOUR - Now move 
outside to see the farm animals, fowl, and crops; explore 
barns, machinery and carriage sheds, blacksmith shop, 
furniture making shop, antique doll and Indian museum, 
water wheels, wind mill; Conestoga wagon and buggy 
rides, and so much more.
